In the absence of any demand 


for ransom, and the inability of the 
parents to pay any sizeable sum, 
Police Chief Oscar E. Campbell 
feared that the children had been 
lured away by a sex degenerate. 


The girls vanished soon 
after 


their parents refused them permis- 
sion to go jackrabbit hunting with 
a loiterer who was known as "Ed- 
die." 


"It is definitely not a ransom. 
idnaping," Campbell said. "I'm 
afraid to say whether we'U find 
them 
"'"'

said he had confessed, but also

boasting about the details. 


Police Commissioner Lewis J. 


Valentine and District Attorney 
William C. Dodge announced that 
Irwin had given the New York po- 
licemen who brought him here 
from Chicago a statement con- 
fessing the slayings. 


Reenactment Postponed 


Plans to have the 29-year-old 


former insane aslyum inmate re- 
enact the crime were postponed 
until after his appearance in the 
police lineup this morning. 


Valentine said that after pre- 


aenting evidence to the grand jury 
at once, Dodge would seek three 
separate indictments for the mur- 
ders of Mrs. Mary Gedeon, 54, 
Veronica 
Gedeon, her vivacious, 


artist model daughter, and Frank 
Byrnes, a roomer in the Gedeon 
apartment. 


Police also will take Irwin to 


Grand Central terminal to reclaim 
two suitcases he left there when 
he fled from New York. It was re- 
vealed that police had kept con- 
gtant watch there for weeks, hop- 
Ing the fugitive would trap him- 
aelf.Irwin appeared 
cheerful and 


jaunty after his plane trip. He had 
fled to Chicago Friday after being 
recognized by a girl kitchen work- 
er in a Cleveland hotel. He had 
•worked there several weeks under 
an assumed name. 


He joked with police, only occa- 


sionally revealing bursts of anger 
similar to that which he admitted 
drove him to strangle Mrs. Gedeon 
while he waited to murder her eld- 
er daughter, Mrs. Ethel Kudner, 
who he had loved and lost. 


He boasted to police that he was 


willing to plead guilty and that he 
*fBJB't afraid of the electric chair. 
H« *aid, however, that he thought 
h« probably would he placed in an 
ttuutte asylum for life. 


Hte was booked at headquarters 


for triple homicide and was charg- 
ed with the "manual strangula- 
tlort" of Mrs. Gedeon and her pret- 
ty daughter and with "stabbing to 
death one Frank Byrnes." 


He gave his occupation as sculp- 


tor, and said that he had no home.

Ohio, but A. L. Pierstorff, plant pathologist, Ohio State University, 
says the method of control for the disease is not quite the same for 
the two species of trees. 


Blighted twigs or branches on pear trees should be removed once 


each two weeks throughout the growing season. Hand shears usually 
are sufficient for this purpose. The cutting tool should be disinfected

Wearing1 a white gabardine suit 


and a white panama 
hat Irwin 


looked more like a prosperous busi- 
ness man than a man hunted for 
three murders. He had waived ex- 
tradition in Chicago. 
where

newspnperman had turned 
him 


over to police. 


Police Commissioner Valentine, 


who remained at headquarters all 
night to direct the questioning, be- 
lieved that when Irwin is taken to 
the Gedoon apartment to reenact 
the murders, many of the baffling 
details of the crime would be re- 
venled. 


According: to his own admission 


Irwin went to the Geclpon apart- 
ment resolved to wait until Mrs. 
Kudnor arrived. 


"Veronica's mother was the first 


to enter." he said. "And to pass 
time I toll! Mrs. C.edeon I would 
draw a sketch of her. I wasn't in- 
terested in it because I was wait-

her head far back." 


It was after Mrs. Gedeon asked

"She shouted and told me to get 


out," 
he said. "I got her throat in

I guess 
I held her for 20 minutes. 


"I still hadn't done what I came 


for. I was waiting for Ethel. She 
was the one I must kill; must kill, 
to finish what I planned."

The pretty artist's model Veron- 


ica arrived next, Irwin said. She 
didn't know that Irwin was there 
and went directly to the bathroom 
| where she undressed. 


"She stayed there quite a long 


time—it seemed hours," he said. 
"I didn't intend to kill her. I 
thought I'd knock her out and 
wait for Ethel. I wrapped up soap 
in a cloth and hit her. It didn't 
knock her out." 


Then he told how he dragged her 


to a bedroom tore a flimsy chem- 
ise from her and held her on the 
bed beneath which he had shoved 
her mother's body. 


"I held her so that she could not 


scream," his confession continued. 
"But when she said 'I know it's 
you Bob. Please don't, I've just 
had an operation,' I 
decided to 


strangle her too. 


"There was1 nothing to prevent 


murder. Then, when I knew she 
was dead, I looked at her with a 
sick feeling. It was horrible to me. 
Blue death seemed to issue from 
her nude body. I hadn't wfcnted to 
hurt her." 


Then he told of how he stabbed 


the roomer with an icepick at 6 
a. m. Easter Sunday, more than 
six hours after he had arrived at 
the apartment. He said he feared 
Byrnes had overheard and would 
tell police. 


For a week Irwin stayed in New 


York and then fled as the police 
dragnet closed in on him. He went 
to Philadelphia, Washington and 
then to Cleveland, where he work- 
f<\ until he was recognized last 
week.

BERLIN, June 28 — (UP) — 


Nazi Germany opened a world con- 
gress of business men today with 
assertions that it will take direct 
action In any future Spanish war 
crisis, that it wants a Nationalist 
victory in Spain, and that it will 
continue searching for colonial ter- 
ritories until it gets them. 


The occasion was the ninth con- 


gress of the International Chamber 
of Commerce, said to be the great- 
est gathering of world business 
leaders ever assembled — 1,600 
delegates from 40 nations in addi- 
tion to hundreds of specially in- 
vited guests. 


Col.-Gen. Hermann Goering, air 


minister, economic dictator and 
right hand man of Fuehrer Adolf 
Hitler, in his speecn of welcome at 
the opening of the congress, said 
bluntly: 


"You may be sure Germany will 


continue to bring up the colonial 
problem until Its urgent and legiti- 
mate desires as regards colonies are 
fulfilled." 


He made a bid, too, for a sys- 


tem of trade treaties that would 
transcend political considerations 
and defeat such moves as the 
League of Nations' efforts to pen- 
alize Italy for its war on Ethiopia. 


But the real keynote, insofar as 


it concerned German world policy, 
was sounded by Hitler in a speech 
at a Nazi party convention at 
Wuerzburg yesterday.

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ROBERTS REVERSES DECISION 


WASHINGTON—Much will be said dur- 


ing the forthcoming Senate debate on 


the Supreme Court issue about the extra- 
ordinary record of somersaults executed by 
Justice Owen J. Roberts. Most of his re- 
versals are well known, but perhaps the 
most remarkable of them all has complete- 
ly escaped attention. 


It occurred early in the afternoon of 


June 2, a few hours before Roberts and his 
colleagues shed their silken robes to de- 
part on a four-month summer vacation. 
First, however, here is the background of 
the incident. 


On May 17 the Supreme Court handed 


down an 8 to 1 decision in favor of the Gov- 
ernment in the American Sheet & Tin Co. 
case. The lone dissenter was Justice 
Pierce Butler. The majority opinion was 
written by Justice Roberts. 


The decree, eliminating a form of rail- 


road favoritism to big shippers, was 
a 


smashing victory for the Government and 
for hundreds of small manufacturers who 
have to compete against larger rivals. 


But although they won the verdict at 


the hands of the full Court, they lost in the 
secrecy of Justice Roberts' chambers. 
It 


was Roberts himself who had written the 
Court's decision, but two weeks later, at 
the behest of the losers, he issued a stay of 
mandate suspending the judgment until 
the Court reconvenes in October. Thus, for 
a period of four months, Roberts in effect 
reversed not only himself but the entire 
Court.

The case grew out of an inquiry con- 


ducted several years ago by the Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission into the business 


practices of railroads. Besieged with de- 
mands from the carriers for higher freight 
rates, the ICC decided to ascertain if there 
were not other ways of increasing their 
revenue. 


One thing discovered by the investiga- 


tion was the practice of the roads giving 
large shippers—steel, packers, glass, etc. 
—big rebates for so-called "terminal al- 
lowances." After extended hearings held 
in practically every industrial center in the 
country, the ICC ordered the payments dis- 
continued on the ground that they were un- 
fair to small shippers and at the same time 
deprived the railroads of legitimate in- 
come.

Air Filter May Be Used to Aid Hay Feverite 


Dr. Clendenlng 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 


YESTERDAY we pointed out 


that the patient who is subject to 
hay fever should begin this early 
in the season to plan to be as com- 


fortable as pos- 
sible. We point- 
ed out the re- 
sorts or areas 
in the country 
which are pol- 
len free, and if 
a person is fi- 
nancially a b l e 
to take advan- 
tage of this in- 
formation 
and 


take a vacation 
in one of these 
spots, it is un- 
doubtedly t h e 
best method of 
remaining 
free 


from the discomforts of the condi- 
tion/ 


I believe the next most sensible 


way is to provide your own climate 
in your own room by the use of air 
filters. 
Extensive experiments in 


air conditioned rooms have shown 
that from 95 to 98 per cent of pa- 
tients who have hay fever out of 
doors are free in these rooms. 


It is not necessary, however, to 


go to the expense of an air condi- 
tioning apparatus, as less expen- 
sive apparatus are made which fit 
into the windows, and besides fil- 
tering all the pollen grains which 
might enter the bedroom, they pro- 
vide circulation and ventilation. 
There are several of these devices 
on the market. 
They are incon- 


spicuous and so neat as to hardly 
be noticeable. 
A fan brings air 


into the room, but first it passes 
through a well constructed filter 
which cleanses the air of all im- 
purities—dust, soot, 
pollen 
and 


bacteria. 


To show how much filtration It 


can do, plates with medium to 
grow bacteria on were placed In- 
side a room directly in the path of 
the air forced through an air fil- 
ter. 
They were exposed for 30 to 


60 minutes on 15 sepprate days, 


. and on most of them there was no 
' growth whatever. 


Only One Drawback 


The only drawback of this plan 


of relief for hay fever is that as 
soon as you get outside you are 
exposed once more to a pollen lad- 
en atmosphere. Most people, how- 
ever, feel that If they can have a 
comfortable night, they can pretty 
well stand the days, and these de- 
vices do make the nights comfort- 
able, allow good sleep and relief 
from evening to morning. 


The bedroom of the hay fever 


patient should be cleared of drap- 
eries, 
carpets 
and 
everything 


which will catch and hold dust. If 
this is done and it is vacuum 
cleaned at the beginning of the 
season and the air filter installed 
in the window, all other entrances 
—doors and windows—to the room 
kept closed day and night, it 
makes as nearly a pollen proof 
room as possible without elaborate 
equipment. The hay fever victim 
breathes in 24,000 breaths of pol- 
len-laden air a day. If this can be 
cut down a half or two-thirds it 
makes just that much difference In 
his comfort. 


Dust of all kinds may be a trou- 


ble to some people who have •per- 
ennial hay fever or asthma all the 
year round. These cases cannot be 
laid to pollen, but are due to 
house dust, probably broken up 
cotton fibers. Sometimes the ma- 
terial that makes up bedding is re- 
sponsible for this year-round hay 
fever. 
Under such circumstances 


and also for seasonal hay fever 
victims a form of material known 
as allergen-proof encasings Is rec- 
ommended for bedding. Pillows 
and ticking, and the sizing which 
is used on ticking, break up in the 
course of time and form dust 
which is offensive to many nostrils. 
These encasings prevent that dust 
from getting into the air and at- 
tacking the mucous membrane of 
the sleeper. They also allow the 
easy removal of dust that settles 
from the atmosphere.
